A DICTATOR PLAN 


Nazis Put Youth to

The prseident's proposal for com- 


pulsory government service for Amer- 
ican youth apparently borrows from 
1hc now German theory that old- 
fashioned st'raight military training: is 
not enough. 


While other European powers, not- 


ably France, stuck to traditional met- 
hods, the Germans broadened their 
youth program. With obvious results. 


Immediately- after -the Nazis came 


into power in January, 1933, moves 
were begun to^.check- and.-to reduce 
unemployment. The army leaders 'act- 
ed to restore a plan of, universal mili- 
tary training that would not only build, 
Up the army but would strengthen in- 
dustry and solidify political leader- 
ship.

Conscription of Girls, Too 


Instead of the traditional military 


training, the German Youth Labor 
Service was set up. Every German 
boy between the ages'of 17 and 25 
(subsequently limited to 18 to 21) was 
conscripted for labor battalions.- ' 


These camps, somewhat similar to 


the CCC, are different in two mipor- 
tant 'respects. First, participation is 
compulsory and supervision close. 


A much wider, range of projects is 


covered in Germany than in the Unit- 
ed • States, where most of the CCC 
work is being done in soil conservat- 
ion, national and state park improve- 
ment and reforestation 
work. Se- 


cond, military training and indoc- 
trination in Nazi ideology form an 
important and essential part of the 
labor camp routine. 


After six months in the labor bat- 


talions, the young men—if their re- 
cords in labor, military training and 
indoctrination 
are 
satisfactory—arc 


sent off to special schools where 
their military and political education- 
is continued.

college degree, or it may be worth- 


ess as an aid to employment and pro- 
motion. 


One should not ask so seriously 
What are the chances for advance- 
rient?" and expects the would-be 
mployer to outline his-whole future 
'his man is always "willing to be- 
in at the bottom" but in the same 
reath he wants to know how long he 
rill have to stay there. ' 
This may be a perfectly natura' 
uestion, but some of the smarter sen- 
ors are leaving it unasked. To the 
mployer, the chances for advance- 
ment seem good for the right man. 


ost employers would not hire col- 
ege men unless they felt they could 
dvance. 
On his first job, the graduate should 
emain inconspicuous as a college inan 
n the eyes of other w*orkers at least 
until he is well oriented and has the 
feel" of the organization. 
One of the greatest aids to college 


men is actual working experience be- 
"ore graduation, say during summer 
vacations (if obtainable then) or dur- 
ng a year out of school. 


Co-operative colleges which regular- 


y schedule quarter or half years at 
work in between similar intervals of 
:ollege work, are on the right track. 
They are bringing education and the 
needs of business and industry into 
close relationship, and are giving the 
student an opportunity to build a per- 
spective which the student without 
experience must lack. 


The opportunity to try one's self 


at work under real dicipline, to ob- 
serve different jobs at different le- 
vels, to unSersland worker attitudes 
through close contacts at an earlier 
age, may prove to be guidance aids 
out of .all proportion to the remun- 
eration received. That; is why co-oper- 
ative graduates have experienced lit- 
tle trouble in finding satisfactory op- 
portunities after graduation. 


That many graduates find the doon 


to employment and promotion wide 
open is more than a matter of luck 
It suggests that those who have trou- 
ble may be definitely at fault, and 
need a clearer understanding of wha 
is expected and the procedure involv- 
ed. 


With this in mind, our college anc 


Y. M. C. A. personnel bureaus are 
giving increasing efort to occupat- 
ional guidance and to the art anc: 
sti'ategy of job finding.

ter serving in the Argonnc and at 
St. Mihilc. He was commissioned a 
lieutenant colonel in the 3G7lh Artil- 
lery, U, S Army Reserves. 


Hurley, who later became secre- 


tary of war under Herbert Hoover, 
spurned a desk in "Washington, went 
to France. He saw action at the 
Aisne, Mnrnc Mcusc-Argonne, and 
St. Mihicl offensives, became a lie- 
tenant colonel. 


Also decorated nt the end of the 


war for outstanding service was Her- 
bert Hoover. He was in Eui;ope when 
the war broke out, became chairman, 
of Belgian relief work, passing through 
the U-boat area GO limes. 


When France was occupied he ex- 


tended his work. In 1917 he was ap- 
pointed U. S. Food Administralor to 
organize the nation's war resources 
and in 1919 tackled the staggering job 
of rehabilitnlirig 200,000,000 war re- 
ugees in Europe. He was decorated 
with the Legion of Honor. 
• Thomas E. Dewey was the young- 


of the canddiatcs in 1917, being a 


choolboy ot 15. The summer of '17 
ie peddled papers, helped n bit in 
lis father's print shop; the following 
car he took the pliice of a dough- 
)oy on a farm at ?20 a month and 
loarcl. 


Others of today's candidates tried 
o go to war, failed. One was Ohio's 
governor, John W. Brickcr, who was 
rejected for oficcrs' training camp be- 
cause of n heart condition. Bricker 
Iricd to enlist in the army, navy, the 
narincs, finally volunteered for the 
Y. M. C. A., und was made regi- 
mental athletic instructor at Camp 
Sherman, Ohio. Later, he gol a com- 
nission as chaplain wilh rank o[ firsl 
lieutenant to go overseas, but the 
war ended. 


Bruce Barton, 31, and a magazine 


editor in 1917, also tried to enlist 
but was not passed for service. He 
went into publicity work for Ihe 
army. 


Alfred M. Landon, 30 in 1917, was 


far clown on the draft lists but he 
entered the service, was assigned to 
chemical warfare, serving at a camp 
near Lakehurst, N. J. 


In 1917 Robert A. Taft, 26, four 


years out of Harvard, was rejecled 
for the ofifccrs' training camp, so 
he went to Washington as counsel for 
the U. S. Food Administration. Af- 
terward he spent a year abroad in 
post-war relief work' with Herbert 
Hoover, 


The six others who saw no mililary 


service were Frank E. Gannett, Joseph 
W. Martin, Charles L. McNarry, Ar- 
thur H, James, Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
and Owen J. Roberts. 


Gannett, 41 in 1917, was a New York 


newspaper publisher; Vandenberg, 33 
a Michigan editor. 


Martin, 33, was a member of the 


Massachusetts state senate when war 
was declared; McNary, 43, had just 
gone lo Ihe Uniled States 
Senate, 


where later he supported Wilson's 
League of Nations. James, 34, was 
practicing law at Plymouth, Pa., and 
Roberts represented the govrnment 
in prosecuting cases arising under the 
espionage ad, the Fifth Column work 
of 23 years ago.
